D RAGMAROO having, from the vio- 
D lent agitation of his ſpiriis oecaſion- 
ed by the morning's rencounter, forgot to 
call on his friend EeisTomen, who, out of 
the great eſteem and profound reſpect for 
the ſhining abilities of his beloved BAAc-⸗ 
£5 535 MARDD, 
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MARDO, had propoſed him to the Boudin- 
noirs as the moſt proper perſon to be ap- 
pointed for the nomination of a Preceptor 
to their children; he, therefore, by an 
acute detour, preſently beheld the fac 
of his companion. | 


The morning, however, not being very 
favourable, and the road ſomewhat rugged 
and diſagreeable, Huco thought it requiſite 
on ſuch an extraordinary occaſion to have 
recourſe to his art, in order to accommodate 
his friend and himſelf with a ſpeedy and 
eaſy conveyance ; and which, at the ſame 
time, he conceived would be a moſt con- 
vincing proof to Epifiomen of his deep 
knowledge, and ſurpriſing acquiſitions.

On a ſudden the whole wes in flames, 
from whence iſſued, with a horrid noiſe, 
the magical broom-breeeh'd Pegaſus, with 
the Imp Firebraſs ready mounted tip- 
toe on its crupper, as poflilion. BRA- 
MARDO, as an example of fortitude to 
his friend, inflavily befirid the necro- 
mantic filly ; but ErisrouEN could not 
be prevailed on to accompany him, till he 
was aſſured-there was not the leaft danger, 
as the ſpell would retain its efficacy for one 
whole ſyderial hour, which was a much 
longer time than the paſſage could poſſi- 
bly require.

PISTOMEN having overcome 

the apprehenſions which naturally 
affected his mind at the commencement of 
their aerial expedition on the back of the 
magical Pegaſus, could not help remark-

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rits; which, however, he ſecretly imputed 
tothe rig ht cauſe; and. in order to divert

Marriage is certainly neceſ- 
ſary, and a duty incumbent on the hu- 
man ſpecies in general; — but he, my 
friend, who has once got his neck out of 
the halter, deſerves to meet the fate of 
Mordecai, or rather, Prometheus like, to 
be perpetually nibbled away by Ducks, if 
he be ever found there again. The 
Spaniſh proverb indeed lays, Prima don- 
na matrimonia; la ſeconda compagna 
la terza keba z — but out wives are not 
Spaniards, 
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Spaniards, my dear Epiſtomen.— Oh, 
that theſe petticoat- rulers were all be- 
ſhackled with a Bergamaſco lock !” —— 
No, reſumes Eyisromen, had I Lu- 
tangled myſelf with wedlock, I fhould 
never have become the Aurora of Erudi. 
tion io one of the moſt opulent maritime 
towns in our kingdom ; by the principal 
inhabitants of which I am now univer- 
ſally carefſed and admired. Oh! my 
dear Huco, — I, you know, who, from

overflowed with gratitude for the extreme 
civility of his friend. paſſionately exclaims, 
„Oh! My exſuffolating, prophylaQtic 
EeisToMen, — thy inamiſſible friendſhip is 
more valuable hon the univerſal Elixer, or 
even the inframundane Specific of Para- 
celſus! In uttering theſe words, be was 
to ſtrongly agitated by his feelings, that,

and a domeſtic tyrant, — yet, I ſay, in 
ſpite of my ſtars, I am happy in heredita- 
ry knowledge. Though my youth was 
not ſpent in literary acquirements, —— 
the finews of my thumb cramp d with 
writing, — or my bum ſcarified with 
the barbarous birch, — flill. by mere dint 
of Genius, I am become a probcient in 
tot arts and ſciences, I have alſo ac- 

- quited 
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quired a true taſte for Criticiſm, — made 
myſelf. acquainted with the moſt polite 
modern languages: and though I have no 
great preteuſions to the Greek and He- 
brew, yet I have diligently, and ſucceſsful- 
ly I preſume, applied myſelf to both the 
ancient and modern Oriental Tongues, 
— the Arabic, Syriac, Chaldaic, and 
Egyptian. My lafi attempt has been the 
Perfic, in which 'I have made ſo great a 
progreſs, that I have been ſtrongly inclin- 
ed to publiſh an improved edition of the 
Mininſki. Oh, my dear Noe, were to tra- 
vel into Perfia, or Indoſtan, I ſhould: not 
have the leaſt occaſion for either the Moun- 
chee or Twjuman, as I am perfectly ac. 
quainted with the idioms, and write the 
Shekefiah hand with che greateſt facility. 


My ſhelves are now graced with a variety 


of curious and learned treatiſes; my fa- 
vou ite authors, however, are — Corne- 
lius Agrippa, Friar Bongey, Peter Aretin, 
and the Boghouſe Miſcellany. Swiſt's 
whims and jokes I abominate ; neither 
<an I endure verſe without rhyme: Milton 
and Thompſon are unjverſal blanks to 
me. My flandard for morals is Cheſter- 
Geld ; and Priclily hath given the final

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determination to my erced. In Mathe- 
matics and Philoſophy, you know, my 
dear Noz, my acquiſitions are indiſput- 
able: But my favourite purſuits are Phy- 
tology and Aſtrology.

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only enables me to be of ſervice to man- 
kind in recovering whatever they may 
have been unlawfully deprived of, aud 
bringing the delinquents to juflice, but 
alſo to predict future events; by the 
knowledge of which, a man may ſo re- 
gulate his conduct. as to avoid many 
imminent dangers, that might otherwiſe 
prove his final ruin.

N the mean time the Boudinnoirs were 
aſſembled in conſcquence of a public 
advertiſement, and wich great impatience 
waited 
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waited the arrival of the great BxAcMARDO. 
At length there was deſcried, at au amazing 
height in the atmoſphere, a very unuſual 
appearance. lt was at firſt pronounced 
to be a prodigious vultvre or eagle, — 
then a paper kite, —a flock of wild-geeſe ;
